BARRETT IS SLATED 
FOR BUCK’S PLACE 
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President Has Already Determined To Name the 
Oregon Mans-Mr. Buck Died While Joking

Washington, December 5.—When the 
president comes to take up the question 
of a succession of the vacancy caused 
by the death of Minister Buck at Tokio 
it is understood he will name John Bar- 
rett, of Oregon, at present commission- 
er general of the St. Louis exposition to 
Asia and Australia, to be minister. 

Mr. Barrett is now somewhere in the 
neighborhood of the Straits settlements. 
He has been working to secure a good 
Asiatic representation at the St. Louis 
exposition and his efforts have been at- 
tended with success for he has induced 
both China and Japan to embark upon 
large governmenta! exhibits: when théy 
had. decided not to be represented that 
way. Hé 4é how -bound for Australia, 
wheré it is Ris hopé’to change the mind 
of the premiérs in Australia and New Zea- 
land and cause them to reconsider their 
purpose to allow the exposition to go on 
without exnibits. from their colonies. 

Barrett has been an insistent candidate 
for the place or any other good diplomatic 
place in the Far East and has succeeded 
in getting togéther scme strong indorse- 
ments. He made a strong effort to get 
this position some time agy, and the 
president was reported to be favorable 
to him, when several-prominent repub- 
li¢an senators cntered protest. They 
were not particularly complimentary to 
Barrett in their discussion of his qualifi- 
cations and ir. this estimate of him they 
are not alcne.

Buck Died Uttering a Joke. 

Yokohama, December 5.—Paralysis of 
the heart caused the death of United 
States Minister Albert E. Buck, which 
occurred yesterday. The end was tragi- 
cally sudden. 

Mr. Buck was the guest of the emperor 
on a duck hunt on the Shinhima pre- 
serves. A bird had been netted and the 
minister, with a jocular remark, started 
to reset the net. Suddenly he fell, and, 
without a word or groan, expired instan- 


taneously. He had suffered from a weak 
heart for some time.

Minister Buck was held in high esteem 
in.

London, December 5.—The board of ag- 
riculture has intimated its willingness to 
remove. the embargo on cattle arriving 
from New England ports whenever the 
American department of agriculture cor- 
siders the outbreak is suppressed.

Four Inches of Snow in Pennsylvania 

Philadelphia, December 5.—The snow and 
wind storm, which swept over the east- 
ern part of Pennsylvania during the 
morning, abated late this afternoon. The 
fall of snow in this city and surround- 
ing country amounted to about 4 inches, 
but the greatest damage was done by the 
high wind, which, at 11 o'clock, attained 
a velocity of 54 miles an hour, Tele- 
graphic communication between this city 
and Fittsburg was practically paralyzed 
and suburban street car and railroad 
traffic was badly crippled.

Old Feud Is Settled in Bloody Fight 
in Macon—As Woun-ed Man 
Ran Two Shots Were Fired.

Macon, Ga., December 5,—(Special.)— 
Jack McDaniel, well known in Man- 
ehester, the milling district, sleeps in a 
cell in Bibb county jail tonight, while J. 
C. Cochran, who had an ugly mix with 
McDaniel, and who has 4 bad gash across 
his face, a deep cut over his chest, a 
dangerous stab in his neck and a had 
wound on one of his hands, is laid up 
with a physician watching by his bedside. 

For some time past there has been bad 
feeling between the two men and today 
when they met the old quarrel was re- 
newed. Cochran repeated threats he had 
made against McDaniel, and in an instant 
almost the two men were fighting fu- 
riously. 

McDaniel was getting the best of it de- 
cidedly, when Cochran started to run. Me- 
Daniel, in addition to the knife used on 
his face, had a pistol, and as Cochran 
moved away the gun was brought into 
play. Two shots were fired at the flee- 
ing man, but both bullets went wide of 
the mark. Cochran was bleeding as he 
ran, and before going a hundred yards 
dropped thoroughly exhausted from the 
loss of blood. 

When Cochran was picked up, his ‘coat, 
besides being saturated with blood, was 
found to be cut into shreds, There was not 
a piece of it larger in the back than a 
small ribbon. He was carried to his 
home, where a physician summoned ren- 
dered the necessary attention. ‘

Never before have Satilla river and other 
ereeks and streams in Ware countyebecn 
en such a boom as at present. The re- 
cent heavy rains have raised ajl the water 
courses several inches higher than ever 
nefora. Thousands of dollars in dam- 
age has already been done in this sec- 
4ion and should the water continue to 
rise, even for a short time, other damage 
js sure to occur. 

The water is over the county bridge 
sbout 2 miles from this city and this 
bridge is in great danger of being destroy- 
ef, The Taragon bridge, about $9 miles 
from this city, is considered safe, but the 
water is reported to be over the roadway 
of the bridge. 

The Atlantic and Birmingham trestle 
at Waltertown would have probably with- 
stood the flood but for the breaking of 
the county bridge, situated a, short dis- 
tance up the river. This bridge gave way 
last night and the heavy timbers floating 
down etream struck the trestle in the 
center, sweeping every span of it away. 
The trestle was a long one and will cause 
great expense to replace it.

All the Atlantic and Birmingham trains 
were annulled today and it will undoubt- 
edly be severa] days before the regular 
schedule can again be resumed.

Strickler McGregor Dies. 

This morning at an early hour Strickler 
MoGregor, the young son of D. W. Mc- 
Gregcr, died after a brief illness. 

Last Friday it was noticed that the 
ycung man was getting very pale anil 
once or twice he vomited a little blood. 
The trouble was diagnosed as haemo- 
philia, a cordition of the blood that 
precluded its coagutation if a hemor- 
rhage was started. 

The probability is that the vessel from 
which the hemcrrbage took place was 
not larger than ea hair and that the 
ycung man had been bleeding for at least 
three weeks before death ensued. The 
entire abdominal cavity was ge wita 
blood. Knowing the peculiar condition 
ef the vcung r-an's blood. the physicians 
from the beginning were satisfied that 
there was no hope for his recovery. 

The occurrence of cages of haemecphilia 
iss very rare in this country. It is prob- 
able that there are less than one dozen 
such cases in the United States. Very 
few cases have ever been reported to the 
medical journals. Young McGregor had 
in the past few years come near bleed- 
ing to dccth on several occasions. once 
from sticking a tooth pick in his finger. 

The funerat services were held this 
afternoon at 4 o'clock and were conduct- 
ead by Dr. W. H. Young and Rev. T. D. 
Cartledge. The remains will be carried 
to Atlanta tomorrow morning for ipter- 
ment.

_ tariff bill was because it learned Russia 
‘was going to denounce the commercial 
treaty. before the year’s end, hence the 
necessity for getting the tariff bill pass- 
ed. as quickly as possible, in order to 
havea basis on which to negotiate a new 
The government also was ex- 
tremely a1 xious to get the treaty ratified 
by the present reichstag and remove the 
tariff and treaty questions from the realm 
of practical politics before the general 
election of June. in order to do so more 
effeciively indicaticns point to the govern- 
ment's intention ‘to bring up some military 
question, like the uppropriation for’ the 
improvemeni: of the artillery, on which the 


‘election fight will be made. 


Baron Heyl Von Herrensheim, Count 
Von Kanitz and Baron Von Wardorff, to- 
gether with sixty-four conservative, na- 
tional liberal and anti-semite members of 
the reichstug, introduced a resolution to- 
day directly aimed at the United States. 
The resolution asked Chancellor Von 
Buelow, before renewing the commercial 
treaties, to serve notic2 on any country 
not giving German goods fair reciprocity 
treatment that the existing most favored 
nation privileges will be discontinued in 
its case when the general commercial 
treaties are rene ved. 

‘LAberal sritics point out that if the 
above leads to a tariff war Germany will 
get worsted, since the United States is 
able to gét manufactured go.ds from 
England and France which Germany is 
now supplying, whereas Germany must 
have American raw materials, petroleum, 
etc. The rajority parties introduced an 
amznmiment to the rules designed to sup- 
press obstructionists. Conservative pa- 
pers have teen reviewing the history of 
American parliamentary practice, show- 
ing how filibustering has been wholly 
eliminated from the house of representa- 
tives.

FRANCHISE BILL 
IN UPPER HOUSE 


Senate Finance Committee 
Will Consider Candler Bill 
This Morning, 


The finance committee of the senate 
will meet thig morning at 10:30 o’clock in 
the rooms of the secretary of the upper 
house to hear argument for and against 
the three franchise tax bills that are 
before the committee for consideration. 

After all argument has been heard the 
committee will hold another meeting, 
probably during the afternoon, when ac- 
tion will be taken on the various meas- 
ures. 

One of the bills before the committee 
is the franchise tax bill by Mr. Candler, 
of DeKalb, which was passed by the 
house several days ago. Another is tho 
measure by Senator Comas, of the third 
district, which provides that franchises 
shall be taxed the same as other property 
of corporations and that they shall be 
assessed by the comptroller general. 

The third bil) is by Senator Skelton, of 
the thirty-first district, and stipulates 
that the franchise held by resident and 
non-resident corporations shall be sub- 
ject to the game taxation as that placed 
on any other property and tfiat the 
president of each company shall include 
the valuation of these franchises in the 
tax returns made to the state. 

The same senator introduced another 
bill yesterday as a companion measure 
to that bill. It is similar to the one in- 
troduced in the house by Mr. Reid, of 
Campbell, and provides that the fran- 
chises of all public utility corporations 
in Georgia shall be taxable property. 

Representatives of the various roads 
that would be affected by the passage 
of any one of the three measures before 
the committee, have asked to be heard 
and they will be given that opportunity 
this morning. Mr. Candler, it is under- 
stood, will speak in behalf of the bill of 
which he 1s the author.

It lasted only a short time, but 
the city’s chief magistrate learned 
enough to convince him that it was time 
to set the machinery of the city in mo- 
tion. He therefore announces that he 
will direct to council a special: comm uni- 
eation regarding the subject. 

As has been stated, the mayor has 
been importuned by several well-known 
citizens to ascertain if something cannot 
he done to prevent the Georgia Railway 
and Electric Company from tearing away 
portions of its tracks in various sections 
ef the city for the purpose of forming 
new lines and consolidating others. The 
cause of the complaint is that some who 
formerly had excellent street car service 
are now either without any at all or are 
subjected to the inconveniences of poorer 
schedules. 

After the matter was brought to the 
attention of the mayor he determined 
to have a conference with the city at- 
and he so announced in an Inter- 
view in The’ Constitution several days 
ago. 

SE morning City Attorney May- 
son not only informed the mayor that 
the street railway company has no right 
to¢ake up its tracks, but stated that the 
city has two remedies. One, he stated, 
is to consider the whole of a franchise 
yoid in the event that any part. of it is 
not used.

IN THE COURTS. 


In Judge Reid’s court yesterday the 
jury rendered a verdict in the case of 
the Potts-Thompson Liquor Company 
against John Humphries, Mrs, Minnie B. 
Alexander and Henry Potts. This was 
a three-cornered suit, and quite an un- 
usual one. 

About ‘July of 1996 John Humphries 
opened a bar room in the basement of 
the Brown building, at the-corner of Wall 
and Pryor streets, opposite the depot 
and Kimball house. It seems that after 
running for, some time and until about 
April, 1901,. Humphries became indebted 
to the. Potts-Thompson Liquor Company 
for supplies purchased from them in the 
sum of about $2,000, and that, being 
pressed by them ‘for payment or security, 
furnished them a note and mortgage 
signed by Mrs. Minnie B. Alexander for 
the sum due the Potts-Thompson Liquor 
Company. When the note attached to 
the mortgage became due Mrs. Alexan- 
der failed to pay it. 

On receiving notice from the Potts- 
Thompson Liquor Company that suit 
would be commenced, Mrs. Alexander 
gave the Potts-Thompson Liquor Com- 
pany a written notice that she was the 
surety for the debt of John Humphries, 
and that as surety she demmanded that 
the Potts-Thompson Liquor Company in 
their suit join Henry Potts as one of the 
defendants, she charging that he was 4 
silent partner of John Humphries in the 
saloon referred : to. 

On the trial John Humphries introduced 
a certificate of bankruptcy from the fed- 
eral court, showing that he had been 
discharged from all liability on his debts 
as a bankrupt, and so far as he was 
concerned the suit was practically dis- 
continued and verdict rendered in his fa- 
vor. The only question in the case was 
made on the notice of Mrs. Alexander 
to the Potts-Thompson Liquor Company 
to sue Henry Potts as a partner of John 
Humphries, she claiming that she could 
not be held as surety until the parties 
for whom she had gone surety had been 
sued. Mr. Potts denied he was a member 
of the firm or had ever had any connec- 
tion with {t. Mrs. Alexander claimed 
that he was, and this was the only issue 
for trial by the jury. The case was taken 
up on Wednesday morning at 9 o’clock 
and was completed yesterday at gbout 12 


4 o'clock. 


The jury, after having been out fifteen 
or twenty minutes, returned a verdict 
sustaining Mrs. Alexander’s claim—that 
is, finding a verdict against Henry Potts 
as principal and Mrs. Alexander as secu- 
rity.

PALMA’S COURSE WITH TREATY. 


| Cuban President Will Not Send It to 


the House. 

Havana, .December §.—After a confer- 
ence with Secretaries Zaldo and Montes 
tonight, President Palma said: 

“My commissioners, Senors Zaldo and 
Montes, will sign the reciprocity agree- 
ment with General Bliss probably on 
Monday or Tuesday next. It will then be 
sent to Washington, where the treaty 
will be signed by Secretary Hay and the 
Cuban minister, Quesada. After con- 
firmation by the United ‘States senate, I 
will send the treaty to the Cuban senate 
for approval. I shall not send it to the 
house of representatives, because the ex- 
ecutive has, -with the approval of the 
senate, the right, according to the con- 
stitution, to make a treaty which does 
not affect the tariff. This agreement 
provides for certain reductions in the du- 
ties on imports from the United States. 
but the tariff on those articles is not 
changed. After the ‘approval of the 
treaty I intend to send a message to the 
senate and the house of representatives 
asking for a revision of the tariff in order 
to keep up the revenues, which necessarily 
will be lessened’ by the treaty.’’ 

A senator who supports the adminis- 
tration gives as his opinion that the reci- 
procity agreement must be approved by 
the house of representatives.

The Hon. Wu Ting-fang is always 
interesting and it is rareiy indeed that 
he does not illuminate any topic he 
discourses upon. In his long drawn 
out leave taking, which, involving the 
only Wu, could be nothing else than 
‘linked sweetness,” the American 
people were the more impressed ‘by 
the retiring Chinese minister’s astute- 
ness and bonhomie. Having more 
leisure to ask questions after his par- 
tial release from official duties, Mr. 
Wu Ting-fang went to and fro among 
his American admirers. greedily ab- 
sorbing what he heard and saw. 
When, at length, the cruel pang of 
parting came, a new wardrobe having 
arrived from Peking to replace the one 
the genial Wu had given away piece- 
meal as souvenirs to his American 
friends, that superlatively excellent 
dignitary imparted to us his last pearls 
of wisdom, tinctured with a little sub- 
tle irony and advice. Nobody can be 
so childlike and bland when dealing 
in sarcasm as this gentle Oriental. 

In his positively last farewell ad- 
dress, delivered to the businesse men 
of San Franvcisco before embarking 
for the Flowery Kingdom, where he is 
tc become the head of a department of 
commerce in the imperial government, 
Wu Ting-fang had something to say 
about the commercial disadvantages--— 
to America, at least—of the Chinese 
exclusion act. He hinted that celes- 
tial merchants who were debarred 
from landing at an American port be 
cause of the obnoxiousness of thei: 
race, might prefer, apart from any 
compulsion in the premises, to visit 


. Europe in a sample-examining tour fr 


prospective purchases. 

We confess, regarding the Chinaman 
as. human, that we are able to grasp. 
the ethical force of the ex-minister’s 
point, and we suspect that in our east- 
ern trade we have-for some time been 
feeling its practical force. 

Another point made by Wu was the 
necessity of studying and conforming 
to the business methods of the Chines? 
if we would enjoy our full share of 
custom in that practically unlimited 
market of 400,000,000 consumers. AS 
a trading nation, we have fallen far 
short in this respect. The America 
manufacturer is quick enough to pan- 
der to the exactions of the domestic 
trade, but as yet he has given little at- 
tention to this necessary requirement 
of foreign trade-building. The con- 
sulag reports have long pointed out the 
folly of trying to compete with Eu- 
repeans in the Oriental markets-while 
wholy disregarding Oriental require- 
ments in quality, pattern and packing 
of goods. We have practically lost the 
South American market to Europe, 
and even Mexico, through this indif- 
ference or oversight, and we will be 
| badly distanced in the race for the 
trade of China under her progressive 
era of rehabilitation, now inaugurated, 
unless we mend our practices. The 
Chinese are a most peculiar people, 
with deep-set prejudices, and to gct 
their trade we must studiously and 
cieverly cater to their prejudices and 
customs. We cannot Americanize them 
in a day with our manufactures. 

Ex-Minister Wu has given us advice, 
in these and other particulars, which 
our commercial expansionists will do 
well to lose no time in heeding.

The Sore Spots on the Elephant. 

There are two hard propositions in 
current politics that the republican 
party managers feel they must dodge, 
postpone and escape if possible. 

The first of these is the responsi- 
bility of the tariff for the existence 
and extortionate powers of the trusts. 
The president voices the general atti- 
tude of his party when he insists that 
the tariff and the trusts are no more 
akin than the plan of salvation and 
the natural instincts of a roost-rob- 
bing fox. He insists further that each 
must be treated alone on its own 
ground and incidents and assures the 
country that if there be any tariff in- 
justices they should be corrected de- 
liberately and cautiously so as not to 
disturb “the system.” As for the 
trusts he has a vague notion that care- 
ful search must be made for “the bad 
ones” and their evil deeds exposed to 
publicity—a penalty that he is san- 
guine enough to believe will cause the 
evildoers to hike out of the glare of 
the lime-light to holes of hiding and 
innocuity. 

The second question the republicans 
dread to face is that which arises out 
of the practice of the trusts of selling 
their goods to foreign consumers at 
prices far below the standards they 
set and enforce in the home markets. 
Those who are familiar with the facts 
know that a plow manufacturer, for 
instance, wants $40 for two plows to 
pay for their cost to him and yield 
the profits on them he has determined 
to have. American demand will surely 
take one of the plows—and must 
have it. The other, or surplus, plow 
must be sold abroad. The Canadian 
price of a plow at the lowest profita- 
ble figure to its maker is $20. In order 
to gobble both markets the American 
plow maker charges his American 
customer $25, and the plow trust sees 
that he gets it! He then ships the 
‘other plow to Canada and sells it for 
$15, as against the Canadian plow at 
$20—and he sells it, of course, and 
so gets his $40 for his two plows. 
Under natural competition he would 
probably get $36 for the two and at 
that rate reap what should be a hr: >4- 
some profit. 

Now, the people are getting onto 
this state of affairs very rapidly and 
very naturally do not like the idea of 
texing 75,000,000 consumers of man- 
ufactured articles to pay double_prof-

Child Life Insurance. 

It is a sad shock tq one’s faith in 
human nature to know that child in- 
suranee has become a grave sociolog- 
ical and legislative issue. Horrible 
beyond words is the mere suspicion 
that parents could be so monstrously 
criminal, so lost to all the instincts 
of nature, even, as to insure their off- 
spring with the deliberate purpose of 
murdering them for the bounty set 
upon their lives. Thecriminality aside, 
there is an inate depravity in such a 
state of mind and heart that would 
shame the vilest beast of the field. 
That money is the root of incompre- 
hensible evils is worse than proverbial, 
but that money can cause a mother to 
snap every bond of that strongest of 
al’ ties, maternity, with the merciless 
blade of the assassin, almost surpasses 
belief. 

In Philadelphia, however, a wretch- 
ed woman is in jail charged with the 
three children from 
peison. Their lives had been insured 
for small amounts, and she was the 
beneficiary, Not long previous, a sim- 
ilar case occurred in the same city,.the 
inhuman murderess paying the ex- 
treme penalty of the law. Of late 
years, so many insured children have 
met mysterious deaths in the United 
States and other of the more 
“advanced” nations of the world, 
and so many criminal prosecu- 
ticns have been brought against 
suspected parents or relatives, 
that society is appalled. There is a 
cry for the abolition of insurance poli- 
cies on the lives of children—a cry so 
insistent in England that parliament 
has forbidden child life insurance al- 
together. 

A special dispatch from New York, 
in yesterday’s Constitution, contained 
a statement by Superintendent E. Fel- 
lows Jenkins, of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children, 
which. was unpleasantly significant. 
Mr. Fellows. estimates that 70 per cent 
of the chi@fren in greater New York 
are insured, and he points out the in- 
céntive to murder implied in no uncer 
tein language. The society which he 
represents in a high official capacity 
will press the pgssage of legislation 
similar to that which has been found 
salutary in England. 

Putting these things together, we 
may well ask in alarm to what pass 
mammon is bringing the age.

When ready for the market it presents 
the appearance of very finely ground oil 
cake. There is another preparation in 
use known as “molasses meal,” made 
from beet sugar molasses and a vegeta- 
ble matter, which sells at about $32 per 
ton and has a very good demand. Molas- 
cuit ean be sold at about 20 per cent 
less, and can be shipped in bags. As a 
by-product of sugar it might be of con- 
siderable value to planters, who would 
thus have two ways of disposing of mo- 
lasses—inh making rum and molascuit. 
The matter has been brought before the 
board of agriculture, with a view of get- 
ting the preparation officially reeognized, 
so that uniformity may be obtained. I 
have inquired of sugar planters if they 
could afford to use bagasse for this pur- 
pose, in preference to utilizing it for fuel, 
and wads told that only a very. «mall 
portion—and that the finest part of the 
fiber—of bagasse was required in the 
preparation, and that it would not inter- 
fere to any extent with the use of ba- 
gasse as fuel. They also acknowledged 
its value as a food for cattle and as a 
new industry for the colonies.

Milk Powder in Germany. 

A German inventor, it ts reported, has 
discovered a method and constructed an 
apparatus which obviates the drawbacks 
formerly encountered in the preparation 
of milk powder. The apparatus evapor- 
ates milk to complete dryness at a tem- 
perature not exceeding 40 degrees c. and 
without the application of a vacuum. 
The powder obtained, it is claimed, has 
the fineness of flour. Neither the taste 
nor odor of the milk is altered. Heated 
with water to from 60 degrees to 70 de- 
grees c.—i, e., to a temperature exceed- 
ing the melting point of butter fat~—milk 
is reproduced which, on cooling, differs 
in no way from ordinary milk. By a 
special treatment, the inventor says he 
hes succeeded in preventing the powder 
from turning sour; it withst .nds bacteria, 
mold, dampness, and changes of tem- 
perature. About 1 pound of powder is 
said to be obtained from 5 quarts of miik. 
The apparatus is easily manipulated and 
is capable’ of treating at least 2,600 gal- 
lons of milk per day. A sample of the 
powder obtained from skimmed milk, it 
is said, was found to contain 30 per cent 
albuminous matter, 49 per cent lactic 
sugar, 1 per cent fat (30 per cent in un- 
skimmed), 7 1-2 per cent salts, and 6 1-2 
per cent moisture.

Fireproofing Cotton Goods. 

Some 6f the more enterprising of the 
German manufacturers of cotton goods 
are intending, I am informed, to make 
a trial of the valuable discovery of Dr. 
W. H. Perkins, of Manchester, whereby 
cotton.and other similar highly inflam- 
mable materials can be rendéred perma- 
nently fireproof. With the exception of 
explosives, there is no article that flares 
up'so quickly as cotton when it comes 


j into contact with a light, ‘especially “in 


those particular goods which are made 
of heavy yarns and “combed out” on 
beth sides in order to give the appear- 
ance of flannel. The fireproofing pro- 
cess consists of ‘“‘agsbestinizing’’ the fab- 
ric, by which means permanent immun- 
ity from burning is assured, but the ex- 
act manner in which it is achieved is not 
divulged. ‘“‘Asbestine fabrics’’ can be 
washed again and again and yet retain 
their nonignitable quality. From this 
it will be seen that the process does not 
consist in merely putting upon the ma- 
teria] a chemical that for the time being 
renders it noninflammable, but rather, as 
in the case of mercerizing, in changing 
the very character of the material. ‘‘As- 
bestined” clothes are said to be perfectly 
hygienic, and can be safely worn next 
to the skin.

Japanese Ginseng Trust. 

The department has received from Min- 
ister H. N. Allen, of Seoul, under date 
of September 17, 1902, a clipping from The 
Japan Daily Mail in regard to a ginseng 
trust that is said to have been formed in 


| Japan, with the cooperation of the Jap- 


‘anese syndicate that at present controls 
the Korean output of the root. The ar- 
ticle says: 

“It is stated that a ginseng trust has 
been formed. The production of this root 
is not large. Korea gives 50,000 pounds, 
America 20,000 and Japan 40,000. There 
is a very great difference in price. The 
Korean government, by uniformly main- 
taining a state monopoly and carefully 
controlling production, has managed to 
keep the price of Korean ginseng at 30 
yen ($14.94) per pound. But the Japanese 
producers do not protect themselves in 
any way, and the result is that their 
ginseng brings only 1 yen (49.8 cents). 
Such is the statement made by a news 
agency which has supplied an item to 
Tokyo newspapers, but it is obviously 
an incomplete statement, for if the qual- 
ity of the Japanese root were equal] to 
that of the Korean, it is incredible that 
such a. difference as 29 yen ($14.44) per 
pound should exist as a result of mere 
middiemen’s manipulation. However, 
Mes3-s. Oshikura Masay2shi and Sayega- 
wa Jitsutaro, having conceived the idea of 
a trust, have managed, it is said, to car- 
ry it through, and have secured the coop- 
eration of the Mitsui Bussan Kaisha, 
which controls the trade in Korea.

The stimulant, whether it 
be alcohol, opium, morphine, cocaine or 
some other drug. only hastens the devel- 
omens of the djsease. If druggists and 
physicians would talk freely about the 
use of drugs that are intended in the first 
instance, perhaps. to deaden pain or in- 
duce sleep, they could doubtless tel] some 
startlin= stories as to the number of vic- 
tims of these drugs. Their testimony 
would be probably that when the habit of 
taking stimulants is once formed it is 
seldom abandoned, #nd that the path of 
the victim is steadily downward to the 
asylum or the grave.’’

adopted. The bill was almost completed, 

| yaving but four or five more sections to 
be passed upon todey. 

The most important change im the bill 
was the adoption of an amendment by 
pr. Kelly, of Glasscock, putting a tax of 
9,000 on the manufacturer of coca-cola 
and similar patented soda fountain sir- 
ups, the increase having beemw made from 
$00, the amount adopted the day be- 
fore. No tax was put on bottling 
works. ‘ 

Debate was in progress upon what 
many consider the most radical and most 
important section of the tax bill, when 
the hour of.adjvurnment arrived, and 
a special session of the house for the 
purpose of passing local bills began. 

This section, No. 18, proposes to put a 
tax of $25 to $1,000 upon every foreign 
corporation doing business in the state 
through an agent alone or with ware 
house or sales room. An effort will be 
made to strike the whole section of 
the bil] when it comes up this morn- 
ing. Equally determined is the other 
side to keep the section in the bill and 
the fight will be a hard one. 

The house taxed slot machines $2.50 and 
Geach: midway shows $10 per week each; 
cigarettes $10; detective agencies $100; 
leaving practically every figure in the bill, 
except the coca-cola tax, just as it came 
from the committee. 

Another important change made by the 
house Was the removal of sewing ma- 
chine companies and agents from eéx- 
emption from local taxation which they 
have heretofore enjoyed. 

The house reconsidered its action in 
adopting a $300 tax on the manufacturers 
ef Coca Cola, Celery Cola, Afri-Cola and 
similar beverages, cn motion of Mr. Kelly, 
of Glascock, and after a brief discussion 
adopted an amendment making the tax 
$1,000, by a vote of 77 to 3. 

The amendment was offered by Dr. 
| Kelly, who is a well-known practicing 
3 physician. This Coca Cola is one of the 

most pernicious drinks sold, Dr. Kelly 

declared. 

“You have put a higher tax on whisky,” 
We said, “and whisky can ruin oniy men, 

but coca-cola is ruining men, women and 

_ children of our state and of the south. 

' The manufacturers of this sirup are 

» gowing wealthy and are buying valuable 

. mal estate all over the city. They can 
well afford tc pay this tax.’’ 

Dr. Kelly was almost in favor of put- 
ting a prohibitive tax on these sirups 
because he held they were most injurious 
to the system and said this had been 
demonstrated. 

Mr. Brinson, of Decatur, heid similar 
Views. He declared that to coca-cola 
was due-the increase of the morphine 
habit. Competent physicians had stated 
that the stuff was most injurious to the 
stomach. He knew of a man in his town 
who could not transact business in the 
morning until he had filled up on coca- 
cla. Both he and Dr. Kelly believed 
coca-cola as injurious in its effects as 
whisky. 

At the conclusion, of this brief debate 
the house promptly adopted the Kelly 
amendment fixing the tax at $1,000. No 
tax, however, was put on bottling works 
or on the ratailers of these heverages. 

The tax on pawnbrokers was fixed, at

There was some op- 
position to this feature on -the ground 
that it proposed a tax on a Georgia in- 
dustry, that of cotton seed oil and its 
products; and, also, that no industry 
should be taxed where such was not nec- 
essary for police regulation. 
Sections 3 and 4, relating to the method 
of return and collection of specific taxes, 
were adopted, 


The Instance Tax. 

The house voted down an amendment 
to section 6, by Mr. Carrington, of Mad- 
ison, which proposed to make the tax on 
all insurance companies 2 per cent on 
their gress receipts, instead of 1 per cent 
as it js at present. It was shown that 
with the agency tax and the tax on real 
and pers2na] property, the insurance com- 
panies werg paying more taxes in Geor- 
gia thar. was the case in many other 
States of the union. The section 
as adc pted requires... all insur- 
ance companies to pay a tax of 1 
per cent on their gross receipts. Mutual 
cooperative or assessment fire companies 
are exempted from this tax. Insurance 
companies doing a brokerage business or 
lending money are required to pay a tax 
on their capital employed the same as 
individuals. They must. also pay the 
usual ad valorem tax on all taeir real 
and personal property. 

Presidents and general managers of all 
building and loan associations are re- 
guired by section 6 as adopted to return 
al] the property of such assoctations to 
tax receivers in their respective counties. 

All foreign and home fidelity and guar- 
antee companies are required to pay a 
tax of 1 per cent-upon their gross re- 
ceipts. 

Corporation Returns. 

Mr. Hall, of Bibb, tried to amend sec- 
tion 8 so as to raquire telephone, tele- 
graph and express companies to make 
their returns to county tax collectors in- 
stead of to the comptroller general as at 
present, but the amendment was defeat- 
ed. Section 8 as adopted provides for the 
return of the property of all manufac- 
turing companies’ and other companies. 
to the county tax receiver in the county 
where the principal office is located. The 
section also provides additional questions 
which presidents and secretaries of such 
corporations shall answer. Mr. Halil 
wanted to include telegraph, telephone 
and express companies in this section be- 
cause, ne said, they were not paying as 
much taxes as they should, but the house 
did not agree with him. 

Similarly there was a debate on the 
same line on section 9, which puts 4 tas 
of 21-2 per cent on the gross receipts of 
all telepaone, telegraph and express com- 
panies. The section provides that if the 
revenue derived under an ad valorem tax 
on these companies does not equal 21-2 
per cent of their gross receipts, then an 
occupation tax shall be assessed against 
them sufficient to equal that amount. 
These companies’ are required to make 
quarterly returns to the comptroller gen- 
eral and the entire taxes paid snall be 
only 21-2 per cent of the gross receipts. 
Mr. Hall contended that this method of 
taxation was illegal, but the hovse adopi- 
ed the section as the committee recom- 
mended it. 

The method of getting at the taxation 
of sleeping car companies was changed 
somewhat, but the results are the same 
as under last year's plan. 

A new paragraph was added to section 
9. providing for the taxation of the prop- 
erty of all companies owning frailroad 
cars which are leased to railroads, firms 
or individuals. These and all other com- 
panies mentioned in section 9 are re- 
quired to make their returns to the comp- 
troller general and must pay taeir state, 
county and municipal taxes to him. The 
section was adopted with all the commiut- 
tee amendments, while al] the amend- 


down. 
Would Not Reconsider. 

At this point a strong effort was made 
to get the house to reconsider its action 
in putting a tax of $1,500 on bucket shops 
or dealers in futures. Tae motion to re- 
consider was made by Mr. Franklin, of 
Washington, who thought the tax was 
too severe, especially on the smaller con- 
cerns, and that if bucket shops were tuo 
be allowed to run at all, they should be 
so taxed that all would have an equal 
caance and so that municipalities could 
also derive some revenue from them. 

Mr. Cann, of Chatham, also appealed 
for a reduction of the tax to $1,000 where 
it formerly stood and Mr. Steed, of Tay- 
lor, made a similar appeal, saying he 
was not debating the matter from a moral 
standpoint, but from one of revenue 
raising. He said if bucket shops were 
considered evils, they could be legislated 
out of existence altogether, but if they 
were to be recognized by taxation, tne 
tax should be so fixed as to raise the 
greatest revenue for the state, and this 
could be done, he declared, by a tax of 
$T.000 


The vote was then taken and the mo- 
tion was jost by a good majority. 
. Sewing Machine Tax. 

The tax on sewing machines was passed 
as it appeared in the committee report, 
except that the house struck out the ex- 
emption from municipal and county tax 
which sewing machine agents have here- 
tofore enjoyed. 

Section 10-of the act fixes a tax on 
sewing machine manufacturers doing 
business in this state through agents or 


| otherwise of $200, to be paid to the comp- 


trolier general. In addition to this every 
sewing machine agent doing business ini 
the state must pay an annual tax of $5. 
This tax was formerly $10, but was re. 
duced by the ways and means com- 
mittee. An effort was made to put it 
back at $10, but this was unsuccessful. 

The house, however, adopted an amend- 
ment by Mr. Felder, of Bibb, striking 
out the exemption from county and muni- 
cipal taxation, and if the senate lets 
it so stand, counties and cities may in 
the future tax sewing machine agencies 
and agents. . 

The tax on bicycle dealers was fixed at 
$i0, and-on dealers in typewriters and 
cash registers at $26. 

The section taxing banks is practically 
the same as heretoftre. [{t requires that 
all the shares of the capita! stock shall 
hae returned for taxation at their ful) 
| market value. Real estate and personal 
property including surplus and undivided 
profits, must also be returned unless 
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Declines To Reconsider Ac- 
tion in Favoring Present 
Lease System. 


Although a strong effort was made yes- 
tef@ay to have the senate reconsider its 


| action of tae previous day in passing the 


bill by Senator Clements to continue the 
present convict lease system, the upper 
house, by a vote of 2% to 11, declined to 
recede from its action. . 
Much discussion was had over the mo- 
tion to reconsider and a number of the 
senators argued the question pro and 
con. Senator Hopkins gave notice of a 


‘motion to reconsider and immediately 


after the reading of the journal he pre- 
sented his motion formally. 

In moving to reconsider ‘ae said he had 
no desire to undo all that had been done, 
but was of the opinion that the bill, in its 
present shape, should not become a law, 
He said he had an amendment to offer, 
which, if it was adopted, would put the 
present meéasure in suca shape that he 
would vote for it. 

The Hopkins Amendment. 

This amendment, which was in the 
shape of a proviso, was as follows: 

“Provided, That the contracts provided 
for in this act shall not become binding 
upon the parties thereto until twenty 
days after the meeting of the next gen- 
eral assembly, after which time, unless 
otherwise ordered by action of said as- 
sembly, they shall become conclusive.’ 

In discussing his motion to reconsider 
the senator from the seventh said: 

“I believe that the lessees are making 
more money otit of tae convicts than the 
state of Georgia. If this measure is put 
in better shape J will not oppose it, but 1 
think the state should be protected and 
that the treasury should receive more 


* money.’’ 


Senator Park opposed reconsideratiou. 
He said it was up to the prison com- 
mission to get the highest price possible 
for tne felony convicts and thai 
bill was reconsidered and the suggested 
changes made, it might be possible that 


‘the prospective lessees would combine 


and declare that they would not take the 
convicts except at a certain price. In that 
event. he said, the state would surely be 
the loser. 

Senator Perry spoke in favor of recon- 
sideration, while Senator Ledford op- 
posed any such action.. Senator Davis 
made a spirited speech favoring recon- 
sideration. 

Favored Reconsi7eration. 

“There is not a member of this senate 
but knows,”’ said he, ‘“‘that the men who 
leased the convicts have put more money 
into their own pockets than ¢aey paid the 
state. Knowing that, are you willing to 
re-enact the very same act that continues 
the present system? Why, I understand 
that the very next day after they leased 
the convicts they were subletting tne 
men at an advance over what they were 
paying. There ought to be some amend- 
ments to this bil} before it becomes a 
law.’’ 

He said better highways throughout 
the state were greatly needed and ae 
thought some way should be devised by 
which the state might have the public 
roads built by the convicts. Senator Mid- 
dlebrooks said the prison commission was 
composed of taree upright and honest 
men who could be depended upon to do 
their duty and work for the interest of 
the state. He:said it seemed to be the 
desire of the senate that the state’s con- 
victs should be hired out, and if that 
was the case, tnaen he considered the bill 
was about the best thing under the cir- 
cumstances. 

“IT am opposed to reconsideration,’’ he 
declared, ‘‘not that I love the bill, but I 
think we ought not to be consuming valu- 
able time in the discussion of something 
that nas already been done. Let the 
measure go to the house to be amended, 
if the house sees fit to offer amendments, 
and when it comes Dack we can act on 
—_ 

Senator Skelton made a strong speech 
in opposition to reconsideration. He 
thought the amendment offered by Sena- 
tor Hopkins was designed to delay the 
matter. The senator from tae seventh 
said he was certainiy misunderstood, as 
he had no desire to delay the bill in the 
least. 

No Good Reason Advanced. 

Senator Skelton asserted that. the state 
was now getting five times as much for 
the convicts than before the creation of 
the prison board. He said the action of 
the senate on the previous day was 


proper and he hoped the members of the 


upper house would stand by their de-- 


cision. 

“Unless some good reasons can be 
given,” said Senator Mathews, “I think 
no reconsideration should be had. Thus 
far I have heard no satisfactory reason 
advanced why this senate should recon- 
sider its action. I think it would be very 
unbusinesslike to provide for an adver- 
tisement for bids when the contracts, 
which would be entered into as a result 
of those bids, might be changed by the 
general assembly at its next session 
under the amendment proposed by the 
senator from the seventh.” 

Senator McMichael discussed the mat- 
ter briefly. He told of the creation of a 
special joint penitentlary committee early 
in the present session ard of the inves- 
tigation of the system made by that com- 
mittee. He said he believed the prison 
commission was managing the affairs of 
the department properly. He stated he 
thought, however, that the counties, 
large and small, should be entitled to 
have better roads constructed by the 
convicts or from funds derived from their 
hire. 

Senator Hightower called the previdus 
question and a vote was had on the mo 
tion to reconsider. The senate declined 
to reconsider by a vote of 25 to 10. 

Appropriation Bil] Read. 

The general appropriations bill, which 
is now being considered by the senate 
committee on appropriations, was read 
for the second time and sent back to the 
committee. When it comes from the 
committee it will be in shape to be placed 
upon its passage. 

Upon motion of Senator Hopkins the 
senate voted to meet today at noon to 
dispose of whatever businese may be up 
fer consideration, at the same time cx- 
plaining that such a plan ‘would give 
the appropriations committee an oppor- 
tunity to hold two sessions during the 
day with a view to having the measure 
ready to be reported back to the upper 
house by Monday or Tuesday. 

Senator Worsham, chairman of the- 
committee of the academy for the blind, 
submitted a report showing that the 
committee had visited that institution 
and found it in excellent condition.

Reduces Fund, 


Soldiers’ Home Given $10,000, While 
the House Passed Up $12,500. 
Fund to Dahlonega Ool- 
lege Reduced to Same 
as Last Year.

After appropriating $40,000to the state 
sanitarium for maintenance fund for each 
of the fiscal years 1903 and 194, the ap- 
propriations committee of the senate yes- 
terday afternoon reconsidered its action 
on Thutsday and, by a vote of 9 to 7, 
agreed to cut this sum to $7J0,000, which 
was the amount of the item carried in the 
genera] bill passed by the house. 

The committee gave $7,500 to the North 


ega, for each of the two years. This is 
$3,000 less than the bill provided and $500 
more than the institution received last 
year. There was talk of cutting the ap- 
propriation to this colege to $5,000 or less, 
but no motion to that effect was made. 

While: the matter was being discussed, 
Senator Hopkins said he contemplated 
offering a resolution to the affect that $2,- 
500 be appropriated to reestablish the 
South Georgia college at Thomasville, 
which, he stated, had existed some years 
ago as an educational institution on the 
Same line as the North Georgia college. 
He did not ask that action be taken on 
the suggestion, however. 

By a vote of 9 to 7 the committee cut 
the appropriation to the Soldiers’ home 
to $10,000 for each of tne two years. This 
is $5,000 less than the home received last 
year and $2,500 less than the amount 
carried in the appropriations bill adopted 
by the house. Considerable discussion 
was indulged in while the apropriation to 
the home was being considered. 


School Given $27,500. 

The committee was unafimous in giv- 
ing the school for the deaf and dumb 
$27,500 for maintenance fund for each of 
the two years. This was the same 
amount **at appeared in the bill. 

No f.. .2al action was taken on the sec- 
tion of the bill making appropriations to 
the University of Georgia. There seemed

Section 13 as adopted simply carries 
out the law relating to the return of 
railroad property to the comptroller gen- 
eral and the payment of taxes to that 
officer. Section .14 simply provides the 
usual penaities for failure to make re- 
turns. Section 15 provides for sworn re- 
turns to tax receivers of navigation com- 
panies and owners of boats or other 
water craft. Section 16 requires returns 
of all property to be made at its actual 
value. Section 17 prescribes the usual 
form of oath. 


Foreign Corporations. 

Section 18 proposing to put a graduated 
occupation tax upon all foreign corpora- 
tions having an office, sales room, ware 
house or other place of business in the 
state, stirred up a warm discusion at the 
afternoon session.

Stock Market Suffered from Poor 
Wire Service and Room Traders 
Had the Market Pretty 
Much to Themselves. 
Trading Small. 


New York, December. 5.—The cotton 
market opened steady at 1 point advance 
to 1 point decline, ruled generally quiet, 
orders from the country at large being 
more wr less restricted by weather inter- 
ruptions to the telegraphic service. Trad- 
ing was almost entirely of a loca] char- 
acter throughout the session. In the ab- 
sence of public support the more pro- 
fessional element dep-cessed the market, 
but was cautious in view of the disap- 
ndinting movement, and the possibility 
of some damage to late cotton from te 
eantinued unfavorable weather prevailing 
over much of the cotton belt, with some 
reporting ruination to any further chance 
ef top crop devilopment, while the rains 
and flood following frosts have done much 
towards degrading the quality of late cot- 
ton. The demand came principally from 
parties who had sold previously, although 
there was some buying for Wall street 
account earlier in the session. It was a 
l¢cal market most of the time, with long 
intervals between transactions toward the 
close of business. The total sales did not 
amount to more than 25,000 bales, repre- 
senting the smallest business since the 
ssason commenced. The market was 
finally quiet at a net los of 1@2 points, 
the entire variations following the open- 
ing having been within a range of 9 
points. 


Hubbard Bros. & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


New York, December 5.—Our market 
epened with sales of January at 8.28, 8.29 
and 8.30, and after selling at 8.26 ruled at 
S827 at 1 o’clock. With telegraph commu- 
nication interrupted by the storm, busi- 
ness has been limited and the fluctuations 
show the absence of any extended or 4>- 
tive demand from any source. The mov-- 
ment promises to be light all over the 
south, as this storm must seriously inter- 
fere with business of every character. 
We expect the movement will be the con- 
t:olling factor, though the bureau report 
has undoubtedly given greater confidence 
to the spinners that there will be enough 
to around unless there is an increase 
in. the consumption. Merchants, however, 
think we need more than enough to go 
around, and that we must see more, of 
the crop before we are certain. The pre- 
vailing large crop estimates have check- 
ed the speculative feeling in favor of 
higher prices.

T the two hours’ session of the house 
-held yesterday after the 5 o’clock ad- 
journment had arrived for the purpose 
of introducing bills and passing local. bills. 
Mr. Hall, of Bibb, introduced several new 
bills relative to the Atlanta depot. 

Mr. Hall, as will be remembered, is 
the chairman of the special depot com.- 
mittee appointed at the’ present session 
under his cwn resolution.to see if the 
lessee company ‘could not be made to re- 
pair the’ old shed. 

One of the bills introduced by Mr. Hall 
provides for the repeal of the resolution 
app.‘oved December 16, 18298, which. recited 
that.it was to the etato’s interest to re- 
tain full control of the depot, and whien 
permitted the Central. Atlanta and West 
Point and other roads to use it under 
certain conditions. It is said the resolu- 
tion is no longer of any use, and it might 
as well be wined off the statute books. 

Another: s¢ solution by Mr. Hall calls on 
the gvovernor to require the lessee of the 
state road to repair the depot and pvt it 
in good condition. .Mr..Hal! contends tht 
the state has power to 490 this under the 
lease act.

THE DAY IN WALL STREET. 


New York, December 5.—Thg various re- 
strictive influences which have - brought 
down the volume of activity in the stock 
market had an addition today in the storm 
weather. The attendance of the. bro- 
kers at the board was meager and the 
small number of room traders had the 
market much to themselves as they were 
almost isolated by the cuiting off of wire 
communication with the outside worid, As 
a consequence, the net result of the day’s 
trading was extremely small. The sell- 
iig by room traders during the early 
part of the day mdde some considerable 
inroads upon prices, but traders rebought 
the stocks suid earlier, In many instances 
causing: a general recovery. The market 
was really without significance. There 
was considerable anxiety over’the future 
of the money market, The forecast of 
the weekly bank statement fully justi- 
tied this feeling. .Th@ banks have ap- 
parently lost nearly ’$7,000,00 from their 
cash reseryes during ‘the week, It will 
be remembered that last week's loss was 
under stated in the bank statement by 
nearly. $2,000,000 by reason of thé working 
of the average system of computation. 
The movement of currency has. been in 
favor'‘of the interior again.to the extent 
of nearly $900,000, ineiuding the deposits 
at the subtreasury for teiegraphic trans- 
fers to the interior.

There is no prospect 
of dullness in the near future. The only 
disturbing feature in this industry con- 
tinues to be the inadequate supply of fuel, 
and even the moat sanguine do not antici- 
pat2 a return of normal conditions -be- 
fore spring.
